For  the  past  two  weeks  a  pamphlet  has  been  cir-l 
culating  the  campus.     It  contains  the  outline  of  a 
project  titled  "Abelard." 

The  exact  purpose  of  the  project  is  to  gain  finan- 
cial assistance  for  this  campus  through  reallocation 
of  funds  or  tending  authority.    The  project  calls  for 
canvassing  the  voters  of  the  Fort  Wayne  area  and  in- 
forming them  of  the  needs  of  this  school,  and  lobby- 
ing in  the  state  legislature  to  gain  support  for  the 
financing  of  new  projects. 

According  to  student  body  president  Steve  Petty- 
john    "The  administration  has  been  working  toward 
this  goal  for  four  years.     Unfortunately,   they  have 
not  succeeded.     For  this  reason  the  students  must 
take  action." 

The  project  has  been  growing  since  Governor 
Branigan's  veto  of  the  $9,000,000  building  fund 
last  July.    In  a  subsequent  series  of  letters  between 
Mr     Pettyjohn  and  the  Governor,   Branigan  ignored 
the  issue  of  money  .    Students  should  not  give  the 
newly-elected  Governor  and  state  legislator  reason 
to  believe  that  this  slight  has  gone  unnoticed.    If 
this  campus  is  to  continue  to  grow,  it  needs  the  sup- 
port of  the  legislature    in  the  tangible  form  of  money. 

President  Pettyjohn  said,   "For  this  effort  to  be 
successful,   we  will  need  the  support  and  active  par- 
ticipation of  every  student  on  this  campus.    This  is 
not  a  project  of  the  student  government,   this  is  a 
project  of  the  students  1"     The  success  of  the  program 
is  entirely  dependant  on  the  work  of  the  students.

The  1968-69  edition 
of  the  Indiana-Purdue 
Fort  Wayne  Campus  Bas- 
ketball squad  opened  its 
season  in  grand  fashion 
at  the  Memorial  Col- 
iseum with  a  60-47  vic- 
tory over  the  WOWO 
Air  Aces.    The  game 
was  a  preliminary  event 
to  the  Harlem  Globe- 
Trotter  Show  which  saw 
the  Trotters  come  from 
behind  to  defeat  the 
Washington  Generals, 
101-95  before  8,078 
cheering  spectators. 

Two  quick  baskets 
by  Dan  Glass  paved  the 
way  for  a  7-2  Indiana 
-Purdue  lead  after  the 
Air  Aces  had  scored 
first  to  take  their  only 
lead  in  the  game  at  2- 
0.     Indiana-Purdue 
held  a  narrow  margin 
for  most  of  the  first 
half  until  the  final  few 
minutes  when  WOWO 
substituted  its  "dee- 
jays" into  the  game  and 
the  gap  stretched  to 
34-21  at  half-time. 
The  Air  Aces  were  par- 
ticularly strong  on  the 
boards  with  6-8  Bob 
Pelkington,  6-7  Neil 
Reincke,   and  6-4  Ron 
Latham. 

Indiana -Purdue 
tallied  six  straight  po- 
ints at  the  start  of  the 
second  half  to  make  the 
score  40-21  before  the 
Air  Aces  were  able  to 
break  the  ice.Complef- 
ely  dominating  play, 
Indiana-Purdue  opened! 
up  a  27-point  lead  mid- 
way in  the  second  half 
and  was  able  to  play 
with  substitutes  for  the 
remainder  of  the  game. 

High  man  in  the 
scoring  for  Indiana- 
Purdue  was  Dan  Glass 
with  16  points,    14  com- 
ing in  the  first  half. 
Dee  Murray  added  II 
points.     Ron  Latham 
lead  all  scorers  with 
17  points  for  the  Air 
Aces,    and  Bob  Pelking 
ton    tossed  in  13  more. 


The  feature  attrac- 
tion of  the  evening, the 
Harlem  Globetrotters 
entertained  in  the  se- 
cond game  of  the  double 
bill .  The  Trotters  ex- 
hibited their  usual 
basketball  prowess  and 
surged  to  a  60-48  half- 
time  lead  over  the  Wash 
ington  Generals. 

The  Trotters  had  to  . 
overcome  a  rare  Wash- 
ington lead  at  the  start 
of  the  last  period,   but 
still  found  time  to  work' 
in  all  their  famous  skits 
along  with  good  sound 
basketball  to  take  a 
101-95  decision.    The 
key  to  the  Trotter  att- 
ack is  Meadowlark  Lem- 
on, who  combines  great 
athletic  ability  with 
comedy.

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THE  PECULIAR  COMEDY  in  WAITING  FOR  GODOT 
(PIT  will  present  Samuel  Beckett's,  WAITING  FOR  GODOT, on 
December  13, 14, 15, 19,  20,  21 .  It  is  directed  by  Dr.   Daniel  Cash- 
man,  who  gave  us  the  following  notes  in  explication  of  his  pro- 
duction.) 


Drama  is  about  conflicts  and  injury  is  therefore  inevitable, 
even  if  there  is  not  physical  injury.    Conflict  is  also  a  kind  of  a 
contest.    There  are  at  least  two  parties,   in  any  conflict  of  con- 
test and  these  may  designate  the  victim  and  the  victimizer.  In 
most  conflicts  there  is  a  see-saw  struggle-now  one  is  victim  now 
the  other.    We  can  gain  a  better  understanding  of  why  the  humor 
in  Samuel  Beckett's  "tragicomedy"   is  so  disturbing  is  we  examine 
the  victimization,  and  the  changing  relationships  between  vic- 
tim and  victimizer,  in  the  play. 

Both  comedy  and  tragedy  involve  victimization,  but  in  the 
former    we  the  third  party,  the  witnesses  or  audience,  recog- 
nize the  victim's  pain  as  being  essentially  harmless.   In  tragedy, 
the  victim  bears  real  or  harmful  suffering-  or  even  dies. 

In  the  beginning  os  the  play,   Didi  and  Gogo  appear  to  be 
both  victim  and  victimizer.  That  is,  they  are  victimizing  them- 
selves.    Didi    wets  his  pants  whenever  he  laughs  because  he 
"waits  too  long."    Gogo's  foot  is  hurting  him  because  he  has 
left  it  on  too  long,   and  now  he  can't  take  it  off.     (Didi  says 
"Boots  must  be  taken  off  every  day,   I'm  tired  of  telling  you 
that  ")   Their  ineptness  is  demonstrated  again  and  again.  They 
are  waiting  for  Godot,  but  they  are  not  sure  if  they  are  even  in 
the  right  place,   or  if  they  have  picked  the  right  day.  1  he  crown- 
ing example  of  their  ineptness  is  their  botched  effort  at  suicide. 
They  are  virtually  total  and  perfect  failures,  and  thus  marvelous 
comic  figures.     Who  can  take  a  "klutz"     seriously? 

But  gradually  we  become  conscious  that  their  specific  vic- 
timizations are  all  caused  by  their  physicality,  their  morality, 
and  by  the  physical  world  itself.  Whereas  in  comedy  the  usual 
victimizer  is  human,  in  WAITING  FOR  GODOT,  the  victim- 
izer is  inhuman,  thus  the  process  is  imbued  with  all  the  brutal- 
ity and  savagery  the  word  "inhuman"  suggests.  When  we  sense 
that  the  world  is  Didi  and  Gogo's  victimizer,  we  become  app- 
alled at  the  injustice  of  the  contest.  We  begin  to  sympathize 
with  Didi  and  Gogo  and  identify  with  them,  despite  their  in- 
eptness, because  we  recognize  that  we  are  as  helpless  as  they. 
There  is  no  way  of  "getting  back  at"  this  victimizer. 

Beckett's  comedy  is  different  from  Pirandello's  or  Chekhov's 
consequently,   even  though  all  three  manifest  compassion  for  the 
comic  victims  in  their  plays.  All  three  use  comedy  to  pointup 
serious  problems.   But  where  Beckett  blames  the  universe,   Chek- 
hov tends  to  blame  man's  lack  of  self-awareness,  and  Pirand- 
ello blames  our  metaphysical  isolation  from  each  other. 

Ultimately  it  is  Beckett's  direct  concern  with  man's  essen- 
tial  relationship  to  the  cosmos  that  differentiates  his  comedy 
from  Chaplin's.   Bergson's  theory  of  comedy  has  wholesale  app- 
licability to  Chaplin's  comedy,    in  which  man':  physicality  and  ^ 
even  the  parts  of  the  material  world  he  has  fashioned  to  serve  him 
3re  inflicted  against  him  by   his  mechanistic  behavior.     Spittoons 
which  are  supposed  to  contribute  to  Chaplin's  feet,   head,   and 
elbow      Clothes,   which  are  supposed  to  protect  us,   become  traps; 
anus  get  stuck  in  sleeves;  flies ,   which  should  facilitate  the  pro- 
tection of  our  modesty,  get   stuck  and  humiliate  us.     But  such 
practices  do  not  indict  the  material  world.  This  is  as  far  as  Chap- 
li:.  carries  his  ontological  concern,   and  this,   coincidentally ,    is 
as  far  as  Bergson  carried  his  explanation.  Bergson  glimpses  the 
ultimate  corollary  of  his      rheory,   when  he  speaks  of  comedy 
looking  like  a  frothy  substance  which  we  find  has  a  saline  taste. 
But  in  "the  end  he  draws  back  from  the  apocalyptic  vision  of  this 
theory,  which  is:    the  mechanical  imposed  on  'rile  suppleness  of 
ll-,e  living,  which  he  sees  as  the  basis  of  comedy,   is  also  jltim- 
aieK   fatal.    What  more  is  old  age  but  the  gradual   loss  of  elas- 
ticity ,~both  mental  and  physical,  and  what  else  does  it  signal 
but  the  approach  of  rigor  mortis? 
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The  mind  is  the  most  vital  part  of  man.  For  all  its  intang- 
ibility, it  is  the  most  important  part  of  man  since  it  is  through 
consciousness  we  make  contact  v.ith  life, and  through  use  of  the 
mind  that  we  conduct  the  battle  for  survival.    The  mind  is  man's 
essential  faculty,  and  it  is  because  he  wishes  to  explore  the 
quintessential  aspect  of  being  that  Beckettrestricts  practically 
all  of  his  characters  after  Waiting   for  Godot   so  that  it  is  the 
only  "organ"   left  to  them.    Though  they  be  buried  up  to  their  neck 
in  sand,   immobilized  in  a  chair,   immobilized  in  bed  or  in  ash 
cans,  they  are  still  conscious  of  being.    Beckett  strips  his  chara- 
cters of  every  human  resource,  even  their  vision,  and  sometimes 
their  speech  and  hearing  as  well,  in  order  to  concentrate  on  the 
mind. 

Laughter,  although  it  can  be  caused  by  tickling  and  even  gas 
pains  in  babies,  or  so  we  are  told  by  the  authorities,  is  primarily 
caused  by  a  mental  activity.    The  laughter  that  the  joke  mechan- 
ism produces  ,  at  least,  requires  mental  activity.  To  "get  the 
joke"  means  to  make  a  mental  connection.    In  other  words, 
laughter  is  the  result  of  mental  exercise.    The  ability  to  perform 
this  kind  of  exercise  is  a  measure  of  both  the  strength  and  health 
of  the  organism.    The  defiant  laughter  of  "gallows  humor,"  and 
the  laughter  of  Sisyphus,   is  a  show  of  strength  on  the  of  the 
laugher.    Sisyphus  and  the  man  with  a  noose  around  his  neck  are 
analogous  to  the  comic  victim  of  the  joke  mechanism.  Like  the 
comic  victim,  they  realize  that  their  laughter  conveys  the  mess- 
age of  the  joke's  play-frame:    "This  is  not  serious."  If  they  can 
"bring  off'  this  laughter,  they  can  demonstrate  that  man  is  more 
than  just  physicality,  and  that  this  non-physical,   penultimate 
part  of  man  is  free  despite  the  chains  of  physical  ity.  For  Sisyphus 
freedom  is   the  ability  to  say  "no,"  even  when  there  is  nothing 
to  be  gained  by  dissent.     His  laughter  of  scorn  is  supreme  test- 
timony  that  the  will  is  unchained,   that  the  vital    faculty,  the 
mind,  is  free,  strong  and  healthy.    Thus,   through  laughter,  the 
comic  victim  can  achieve  a  celebration  of  the  power  of  the   ^ 
individual's  will  that  has  usually  been  thought  possible  onlv  in
